Perhaps the most interesting depnrt- 


inout was that ono in which an exhibi- 
tion of tho highest form of the burglar's 
jraftwas being given. Skilled workmen 
vrero seated before locked safes :in<' 
wore using the almost irresistible fusing 
apparatus on the door in order to reach 
:ie locks or were forcing ganpowrtei 
through the keyholes by means of a tiny 
pair of bellows. 


Others were squirting corrosive chom- 


.cala into the locks and noting tho of- 
'ect, while sturdy artisans were using 
;ho drill and tho wedge with a scientific 
farce and skill that showed they could 
30 dangerous enemies to society if they 
were criminally inclined. 


The fusing apparatus consists of a 


sylinclcr of compressed oxygen gas, 
,vhich supplies a short .section of pipe 
terminating in an iron cup. The latter 
s pressed firmly against tho door after 
a light has boon applied, and n stroam 
of. flame issues from tho end of the pipe 
in its bottom. So fierce is this flamo 
that it melts the metal in the. safo door 
and oats a jagged hole through it in n 
remarkably short space of time. 


"We turn out about 288,000 locks ov 


ery year, " remarked the manager of tho 
works, "and they range iu weight from 
a quarter of an ounce—including key— 
to 328 pounds, the respective values of 
these extremes being 13 cents and$l,- 
5CO. 


"Foremost among those locks which 


protect enormous wealth como those on 
Che treasury doors of the Bank of Eng- 
land. Tho making of each of these mat' 
vels of. .mechanism occupies three men 
for six weeks and costs §375. 


"Those little fluted pieces of steel in 


tho head of tho key—technically called 
'stops'—are nine in number and are ca- 
pabjo of 863,8KO different combinations, 


"if a .banker whoso Bai'o was fitted 


with this lock chanced to loso hia key, ov 
if he had reason to suppose that n was. 
impression of it had been made, alj 
that would be- necessary in order to baf 
flo burglarious designs would be to Tin- 
lock tho safo with the duplicate key, 
unscrew the head and change the posi- 
tion of the steps and then rolock the safe 
or strongroom. 


"The mechanism of tho lock would 


instantly .adapt itself to tho changed 
combination and could never lie un- 
lookecl py tho former key. 


"This, however, ia uofe nu unmisecl 


blessing. Ono afternoon a certain city 
merchant was amusing himself by un- 
screwing tho stops of both his keys 
when it suddenly occurred to him that 
ho had forgotten the combination, 


"As tho koys iu question were capa- 


ble of thousands of combinations, there 
was nothing for it but to set to work oa 
a system of numbered tables and tick 
oil' each combination as it were tried. 


•" 'But that may take months,' ob- 


jected' the mci'ohout rpe.fuJ.ly. Well, as 
tho only other alternative waa to build 
n- rrmiaoo round tho door of tho safo it 
waa decided to try the combination first. 


"We sunt two men and an apprentice 


with tho printed tables—great sheets of 
paper several yards long—and after nine 
days' labor, during which about 18,000 
different combinations were arranged 
and tried, the right out) was hit upon by 
accident, and tho d.opr opened. Needless 
to. say,' there was a 'pretty big hill 
against the customer who gave us all 
th.s trouble. 
."Tho treasury doors at the Bank oi 


England measure 7 feet 3 and- weigh 
about 2 }>i tons. Besides being fitted 
with the uhove mentioned changeable 
locks they havp violence locks . o i'oet 
long, uach pf which weighs SOO pounds, 
and .gunpowder proof locks, having 
blowholes on .every side, even through 
tho massive holt. These blow holes .al- 
low tho gunpowder pumped in to escape 
and red nee the force of n possible explo-" 
sion to a mere harmless puff. 
"It is worthy of note that there arc 


more than 10,000i-locks fitted in ,,t" 
Bank of England. Then ponies the Si 
\;oy hotel with 1,800, controlled by one 
master key. The managerof each of the 
six floors at the Savoy, however, has a 
master key which controls the look of 
every room tinder his supervision. 


"Her majesty's safe at Windsor cas- 


tle in which tho gold plate is kept 
weighs eight tons and is protected by 
a violence lock IS inches loiig, a change- 
able lock and a gunpowder lock, all of 
which can be mechanically.covered, hy 
an nntlrii-lablo-stoel plate, "which ren- 
ders it impossible to insert even a .hair-' 
p.JH into any of 'the keyholes.''—London 
Answers. '

BKVlTAIi OF BUSINESS. 


Eastern diapatihes say the passage 


of the Tariff bill has caused a marked 
revival ia business. This is particu- 
larly noticeable ia New York and Penn- 
8/lvaaia, Stocks in all lines of nrnnu- 
fdctnre bare been reduced to a mini- 
mum. 
This ia especially the case in 


iron, steel and glass. Large orders 
have been received by manufacturers 
at Pittsburg and other place?. It is 
asserted, however, that a slight reduc- 
tion of wages will be necessary in the 
cases of glaas workers, tin-plate men 
and in some branches of the iron and 
steel trade, 


Of course, it was expected that a 


revival of business would follow the 
passage or defeat of the Tariff bill, and 
it creates no surprise that these expec- 
tations are being realized. In conse- 
quence of the financial panic a year 
ago and the belief that there would be 
changes in tariff schedules, factories of 
all kinds reduced their output, and tho 
stocks of manufactured articles then 
on hand are now nearly, if not quite 
exhausted. While of necessity there 
will be a revival in. manufacturing1, us 
there would be if the McKinley act 
remained in force, no one expects per- 
manent prosperity under present tluan- 
cial conditions. The contraction of 
the currency, caused by the adoptioj 
of the gold standard, not the change of 
eleven per cent, in tariff schedules, is 
conceded by all, except tho gold men, 
to be the cause of the unprecedented 
business depression. The tariff did 
not close the silver mines; it is not the 
cause of the deserted villages in Ne- 
vada; it is not responsible for the 
great scarcity of money in the whole 
country and the strikes and suffering 
which preva.ls, not only in tho United 
States, but throughout tho world

light'coin to get out, and must not some- 
thing bo wrong with the scales used by 
Gbo:treasury dt-partmont?

The ..mint people say it is but $1 light. 
Had thin matter occiirrcd with private 
•ncliviiluals instead of government offi-
